LONDON THEATRICALS. 
From the Age. 

If we commence this article bya tirade against the opening of Covent Garden 
theatre, as it did open on Monday last, we shall, of course, be set down as the 
malicious opponents of one house, and the zealous upholders of the other. The 
asses who venture tu pass such sweeping opinion upon our conduct have not 
naturally taken the trouble to read the united judgment of the whole London 
Press, delivered in the course of Tuesday last; and above all others, the severe 
remarks of the 7%mes and Morning Herald. The same asses have probably 
not taken the trouble to go into this once splendid building for the purpose of 
“seeing” and “ smelling,” or for the equally obnoxious object of beholding Old 
Mr. Charles Kemble in Shakspeare’s tragedy of Macbeih. Let them—that’s 
all. * + * 
The next “bit of fun,” and only second to it because it was so much worse, 
was the representation of Macbeth, by old Charles Kemble. A tolerably correct 
idea may be fermed of its utter worthlessness, by the necessity the old man felt 
he labored under, of making an apology to the audience for Spee it; for 
certainly when Charles Kemble can come forward and state his conviction that 
he had not done justice to the character of Macbeth, there is not to be found a 
man in the kingdom who would not strictly believe him. But he should have 
superseded the necessity of making such apology, by not having taken the liberty 
to appear in such a part. If another thing the playbills tell us be true, that the 
said Old Kemble is going through the range of Azs characters, not of his brother’s 
characters, for the last time, previous to his retirement from the stage; then, 
what has he to do with Macbeth ?—Macduf has always been in his “range of 
character ”—so has Lawson, not Beverley, and all the seconds to which he is 
now so rashly venturing to play Firsts. But the vanity of age so far surpasses 
even the boldest aspirations of youth, that now he is nearly seventy years eld, 
Charlies Kemble has the temerity to think himself capable of doing ‘what his 
eminent brother John, about forty years ago, told him he never could do! There 
is but one comfort that can be derived fromm all this mummery, which is, that the 
good citizens of London are only required to pay four shillings to see it; and 
although that is three shillings and ninepence too much, it is still a comparative 
consolation. We are, however, informed, that “ various novelties are in prepara- 
tion,” and that amongst others, Mr. Serjeant Talfourd’s “ lon” will be produced 
in October. They have made such a pet of poor Talfourd at the Garrick Club, 
that he scarcely knows whether he now enters the room on his head or on his 
heels. 
On Wednesday last those “ noble creatwres,” Mr. Manager Bunn and the 
King of the Belgians (the former by far the most important personage; and that 
is not saying much for him then!) were blown into Dover Harbor, and have 
since duly arrived in town. The note of preparation has consequently been 
sounded in every department of Drury Lane theatre. We must make friends 
with the great illustrissimo Beazley, the architect, to furnish us by this day-week 
with some idea of the splendid decorations now in the course of preparation ; and 
in the meantime we must report upon other things.

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The Marquis of Westminster andthe Earl of Lichfield will be stewards of 
the next Doncaster races. It is proposed to erect a new betting room, the pre- 
sent place being little more than a hele in the wall, in the first floor of the Grand 
Stand, A small space in front of the Stand will probably be railed off as at 
Ascot. 

You will have some idea of the crowds of visitors to Doncaster Races, when I 
state that the tickets of admission to the Grand Stand are one guinea each, and 
yet 1800 were sold. The Royal Family, with Princes, Dukes, and their wives 
and female friends, always attend, with the elite of the nobility and gentry of the 
kingdom. 

Allow me to make a few practical remarks relative to the Doncaster St. Leger, 
In the first place, nearly allthe North country sportsmen have been taken in ; 
Elis is what is called a South country horse, having made a character at New- 
market. Scroggins is a Yorkshire horse, out of Ridsdale’s stud, near York.— 
The bets were “ North versus South.” The North lost about $1,500,000. One 
nobleman, Lord Bentinck, who betted freely upon Elis, netted 16,000/. Last 
year a north country horse won, and the Southerners were annoyed; but the 
money lost this season by the defeat of the South battle is immense. It is 
scarcely credible, bat I hear that $2,500,000 have changed hands. 

The Doncaster St. Leger is certainly the most important event in the year’s 
running. There is usually a long list of candidates for the honor of the Cup as 
well as huge stakes, (averaging about $10,000). But there is also the over- 
whelming interest that it is at the close of the season, and consequently it is a 
trial of the value and capableness of the various three-year-old winners during 
the six preceding months. As far as regards the mere value of the Stakes, the 
St. Leger is equalled by the Two Thousand guinea stakes at Newwarket: the 
Derby, at Epsom, sometimes is of equal value, and the Ouks Stakes are good.— 
But in real interest, taking the actual as well ag the pecuniary together, no race 
surpasses the St. Leger. This, in a manner, is the wind up of the season 
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Oaks, except that the Oaks’ stakes can only be ran for by three-year-old fillies, 
while colts, as well as fillies, may run for the Derby and the St. Leger. But 
then, the running for the Dery and the Oaks is atthe commencement of the sea- 
son. The St. Leger never comes on unti! the middle of September, and hence 
many of the nags nominated for the Derby and the Oaks appear onthe St, 
Leger list. For the Derby the excitement is high—higher yet for the Oaks~but 
highest for the St. Leger. 

Heaton Parx Races commenced on Wednesday. The weather was execra- 
ble—drizzle, drizzle, drizzle! The turf was in a slough, and the horses won as 
much by strength as speed. The elegance of the company and the splendor of 
the scene was never surpassed. The grand stand, a new one for the occasion, 
was crowded with beauty and fashion. Among those present, besides the Noble 
Lord of Wilton and his beautiful Countess, were the Duke of Beaufort, the Mar- 
quis of Westminster, Lord Albert Conyngham, Lord and Lady Forrester, Lord 
and Lady Chesterfield, Lord Robert Grosvenor, &c. The running commenced 
at 2 o'clock. None but gentlemen are allowed to ride in the more important 
races. [We find it impossible to make room for the report this week].— Ed.

His number is limited to 40, and in two days his list was full, 
The breed is certainly very desirable. 

The Caledonian Hunt races came off on Tuesday and Wednesday: Jnheritor 
won the 100 sovereign stakes, and Miss Roche won (on the same day) the Cale- 
donian Cup, value 1002. and the 50/. stakes. 

The running at Oswestry, on the 17th September, at Walsale and Bedford on 
the 28th, and at Lincoln on the 29th, deserve no notice. The horses were of no 
note, and the racing was very $0-so. 

The following blood stock were sold at Doncaster from Mr. Allen’s stud ; they 
fetched good prices:—The grey stallion Cavendish; bay mare, by Muley, in foal 
to Belshazzar; bay mare, by Young Phantom, ditto; Phillis, sister to Shep- 
herdess, (these three were bought to go abroud); Shepherdess ; and a bay mare, 
by Brutandorf, for Ireland. 

Mr. Foster, of Pontefract, lately backed his celebrated bay mare, Jwhilee, to 
run two miles over Pontefract Course, in 4 minutes. The mare won, having 18 
seconds to spare. Mr. Foster will run the winner of the St. Leger for £500, re_ 
ceiving half a minute in the start. 

Elis, the winner of the St. Leger, was bred by Mr. Wood, of the George Inn, 
Stockport, and sold by him when a foal. 

The intelligence from Doncaster, as to the result of the St. Leger, is usually 
expressed to the different towns. The resulyof the St. Leger was received at 
Sheffield, by horse express, at Mr. Wiley’s, No. 12 Hayniarket, in fifty-twomt 
nutes, (the distance nearly twenty miles), At least four thousand people were 
in the Haymarket and the Wicker, waiting its arrival. —The same news was 
expressed to Manchester on Tuesday week by Joseph Richardson, jun., ef Sal- 
ford, in the short space of two hours and twenty minutes! having had to go on 
foot a mile and a half, owing to one ef his horses knocking up—the distance is 
58 miles. —The same news was expressed to Birmingham, a distance of 94 
miles, in six hours and 21 minutes, Mr. Joho Bendrey rode the whole way on 
five hacks. He left the winning post witha certificate signed by Mr. Lock- 
wood, the Judge, at six minutes to four, and arrived at the Fountain Inn, at 15 
minutes past ten.—Mr. Bendrey is a young man, and has been a rider, but has 
been out of practice.

EDITOR'S CORRESPONDENCE, 
BaTgsvitts, Arkansas, October 7, 1336. 

On Wednesday the Colt Sweepstakes comes off: many changes have taken 
place since my August letter; Anna Calhoun, Eliza Crozier, and Kate Long- 
worth are turned.out. Eloise Bullitt Ido not think will start,—Eliza Bedford 
and Ella Wickham are the favorites at long odds. Octavia Walton will start, 
though bets are freely offered that she will be distanced. I will furnish you an 
account of the races at the earliest period. 

Two murders have been committed on white men within a few weeks past, 
growing out of a circumstance, some facts connected with which partake mar- 
velously of Eugene Aram-ism. In the county of St. Francis, there has lived for 
many years an individual by the name of Hill, whose character stood as fair as 
that of any citizen of the county, having been more than once elected to the Le- 
gislature. In the same county lived a man by the name of Strong, of wealth 
and influence; Strong supported Hill for the Legislature, and in every respect 
sustained him. They had a difference: Strong swore his life against him—he 
was bound over, and contrary to Strong’s expectations gave the requisite security. 
Strong then charged him with being Nizon Curry, a man who 12 or 15 years be- 
fore had committed murder in North Carolina; upon that charge he was impri- 
soned. Hill sent to Helena, some sixty miles, to get a writ of habeas corpus 
from the judge, which writ was granted. In the mean time, and before his mes- 
senger could return, he found means to escape. Efforts were made frem time to 
time to kill him. Once he was wounded badly while in his field at work; 
Strong offered large rewards for him—Hill would offer larger ones for Strong, 
and post them on trees on the road-side. Against S. he had sworn vengeance, 
and for a long time loitered about with a view of taking it. A body of armed 
men surrounded a house in which he was; he managed to escape from them.— 
Finding times growing too hot, he crossed over into Monroe county. A party 
of men, piloted by Scruggs, found him at the house of a Mr. Malton; M. and 
Scruggs were not friendly. He told them to light off their horses and come in, 
but at the same time observed to Scruggs that he had no business there, and not 
tocomein. He had a rifle on his shoulder, and in the act of taking it off was 
shot down by Scruggs. A company of citizens of Monroe then formed and 
took the St. Francis company prisoners, and on an investigation of the cireum 
stances released them all but Scruggs. He was kept as a prisoner, and on the 
next night was shot in his head by some person unknown.

In November, 1803, was run over Epsom Downs, a singular match, the cir- 
/ cumstances of which created much conversation among the sporting circles. 
,; About three weeks before, one of these horses was distanced by the other, and at 
a dinnes, in consequence thereof the owner of the losing horse, a young foreigner 
of large fortune, well known in Lord Derby’s Hunt, having got a little mellow, 
| expressed that his horse was still the best. An eminent stuable-keeper, in the 
neighborhood of Croydon, proposed a match of 80 to 70 guineas, to be run on 
| Thursday, the 29th of December, two miles, each carrying twelve stone, to start 
precisely at one o'clock P.M. and then to fix the riders. ‘Phe stable-keeper fixed 
| on the servant of a gentleman present, who was attending his master. The fo- 
‘ reign gentleman mentioned his own groom. Things thus stood, till two days be- 
| fore the match was to be run, when the foreigner received notice that his adver- 
| sary had changed his mind, and fixed on a regular well-bred jockey. Totally at

| nesday afternoon, the day preceding the race, between three and four o’clock, a

When the well-bred rider was mounted cap-a-pee, 
in colors of the brightest hue, to snatch, as they thought, by superior horseman- 
ship, the palm of victory from an ignoramus groom, out jumped, from a post 
chaise, Buckle, ready equipped, and weighed at Epsom, who leaped on his horse 
; uf an instant, and, by dint of skill, ina few minutes, brought the distanced horse 
just half a length before his former conqueror ! 


Aged Horse. 

In the museum of the Manchester Natural History Society, are the stuffed 
skin of the bead and skull of Old Billy, a horse who worked all his life on the 
towing path of one of the canals adjoining Manchester, and died November 27, 
1822, at an age testified beyond all doubt, to have been sixty-two years!

It was 
clear throughout, however, that Fuller was not doing his best, as he proved in 
the second two miles, which were accomplished in4da minutes 47 seconds, Turner 
having the lead by some seconds. This advantage he maintained in the last two 
| miles, and performed the whole distance in 54 minutes 55 seconds, Fuller being 
30 seconds behind.—Fuller is a remarkably fair walker—as upright as a dart, 
and steps as clean as a soldier. We cannot say so much for turner, whose walk 
| is so much on the shuffling order, as nearly to amount to a run, and such as with 
' a strict umpire would lead to his being repeatedly turned. In fair walking the 
_ toe and heel should touch the ground at every step, which did not strike us as being 
| the case with him. Fuller has been trained under the veteran Townsend, ana 
can be matched to waik the same distance against any man of the present day for 
| ® moderate stake. The fastest walking on record is that of McMullen, who 
walked seven miles in nine seconds under the hour. Capt. Parker also did the 

' same distance in four seconds under the hour on favorable ground.

A MAMMOTH SHEET, . 
If the establishment of the Aflas had produced no other*effect than that of 
proving that the art of printing was susceptible of being rendered more widely 
{ useful than the most experienced printer had previously contemplated, it must be 
| regarded as an era in the history of the periodical press. The largest sheet that 
| had tlie’ been printed was only half the size of the Af/as, and at that time double 
| sheets were unknown. The appearance of the Atlas suggested at once the pos- 
' sibility of increasing the facilities of the newspaper press 80 as to meet any einer- 
| gency that might make an unusual demand on its resources. In the year 1829, 
| the Times, imitating the example that had thus been set, issued for the first time 
a double sheet that was equal in size to the Atlas, which had then been regularly 
| published every week during the preceding three years. T'he extensive circula- 
| tion of that journal, and the notoriety that attached to any novelty it attempted, 
' drew considerable attention to a publication which appeared to carry the art of 
| printing to its utmost limits. The public, surprised into admiration, regarded 
| that sheet as an extraordinary instance of ingenuity and enterprise ; but the pro- 
| prietors of the Aé/as, confident in the superiority of their means, resolved to make 
a still greater effort to justify the ground they had originally taken, and to place 
their journal beyond the reach of competition ia a mechanical point of view.— 
| When the bill forthe emancipation of the Roman Catholics passed into a law, 
they availed themselves of that event to issue a double Atdas, which was four 
| times the dimensions of the regular sheet of the Times, and twice the size of the 
| double Times. The double sheet of the AWas exhibited a printed superfices of 
upwards of forty square feet, and was the largest single sheet of paper that had 
| ever before, or since, passed through the press. ‘The difficulties that attended the 
| production of this enormous mass of printed matter were so formidable, that up 
to the last moment the most practical printers believed that the undertaking could 
not be accomplished, and speculation was exhausted in the contemplation of the 
most ambitious experiment that ever entered into the most enthusiastic dreams of 
art. In order that the skill and expenditure which such productions required 
may be more fully appreciated, it is necessary to observe that the double sheet of 
| the Times passed fowr times trough the press before the whole matter could be 
| printed at both sides, while the single sheet of the Adlas, of equal dimensions, 
| passed through the press only once, and was then discharged printed on both 
| sides. A publication so memorable in all points of view, naturally excited an 
extraordinary sensation, The demand for that number was so great that, al- 
though the press was kept open night and day, it was found impossible to supply 
the requisitions of the newsmen ; and the whole of the matter at the end of two 
or three weeks was finally stereotyped in order to enable the printer to execute 
the number of copies which were called for. Inthe annals of the newspaper 
press, the circumstance of that day’s publication stands unparalleled. The pres- 
sure and tumult in the Adlas office were such that we were compelled to resort to 
the protection of the police to preserve order. As the newsmen obtained their 
papers, they were severally requested by the publisher to ullow him to repurchase 
them at the full price in order to enable him to supply othér demands, but they re- 
fused to accommodate him, and outside the doors of the office they sold their co- 
pies for half_a-crown and five shillings a piece.
